work in favor of peace. 
We havn 


wished to avoid anything th.u might 
lead to a misinterpretation of our ac- 
tion. That is the reason why up to 
now we have adopted an impartial 
and impassive attitude " 


Continuing, President 
Taff 
said: 


"On the eve of the opening of lha 
Panama canal, it is of importance to 
see the people to the <iouth of our 
fiontier enjoy the healthful tranquil- 
ity necessary for the triumph of the 
great v,ork about to be finished, and 
to s<?e the countries in the vicinity of 
the isthmus in perfect security rather 
than have the spec-tar le of jnceasmg 
re\olutions and counter revolutions."

The president remarked that he re- 


turned from the far wfst with the 
conviction that he had accomplished 
a good work, and also with the ron 
viction that he bad dissipated mtaun 
derstandlngs in connection with the 
arbitration treaties signed with Grent 
JJrltain and France. "After all I have 
seen and heard, I am cominred that 
the senate will ratify the tevf of the 
troatic-1 submitted to it," the presi- 
dent said. 


In conrlusion. President Tart de- 


clared that the ambition of iiu T'nit- 
ed States wa« to find in front of an 
America harmoniously united, a Eu- 
rope preserved from war by rules of 
arbitration, becoming each day mo.-e 
powerful. 


"There is a beginning to al) thinKs," 


he said. "Whatever obstacle we may 
temporarily meet on the way, we <vill 
attain our goal because It is a gener- 
ous goal and because the entire world 
is advancing towards it."
